ANOTHER Ilie STRIKE IN BODIE. 


A Rich Find of Horn »n I Native Silver 


—Great Excitement In that B« 
•Ion. 


The Bodie Standard of Wednesday 


evening contains a description of the 
recent strike in tl.e Bodie mine, 
written by Joseph Wasson. In eight 
mouths of last year this mina yielded 
81,250,000 from the old bonanza, 110 
feet in length and 240 feet in bight 
above tbe 306 level. The present de- 
velopment is on the 433 level, and 
haa already been uncovered 200 feet 
in length by 300 feet vertically. The 
ledge is of an average thickness of 
two feet, tbe filling being a peculiar 
mixture of metallic gold, born and 
native silver, and silver in sulphnrets 
—a feature new to the district. One 
foot of the ledge resembles decom- 
posed granite, and is quite heavy in 
loose gold. Two seams are traceable 
throughout the ledge wherever cut, 
averaging ten inches in width, of B 
shaly character, filled with coarse 
grains and nnggets of gold—tbe 
latter of from fifty cents to three 
dollars each in value. Horn silver is 
a prominent feature of the vein, and 
the wbole is so remarkably rich tbat 
to state its vahue appears like exag 
geration, bat it amounts to thousands 
of dollars per ton. Competent min- 
ing men have estimated that a single 
car-load of ore of 1,400 pounds would 
pay a dollar dividend on the capita) 
stock of tho company, or 850,000 and 
that $1.000,000 could be taken ont in 
a month. 
The management will, 


however, refrain from gouging the 
mine, and will mix the rich with 
ores of a lower grade in order to pro 
long the production while prospecting 
in the lower levels, confining the 
dividends to 3100,000. At tbe pres- 
ent writing the richest point in tbe 
mine is the bottom of the winze, 473 
feet from ths surface, and tbe deep- 
est point in tbe mine, Tbe Bodie 
mill has commenced crushing ore. 
There are about 100 tons of ore at the 
mill, the ore-house at the mine is 
fall and alongside tbe hoisting works 
tbete is a big pile cf it fenced in. 
The strike, which is conceded to be 
one of the richest in tbe history of 
quartz mining,*has created a great ex- 
citement in this section, and heavier 
machinery is being placed in many 
of the mines. 


' OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 


A Batch of News Prom th« Capitol. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. June 5, 1879. 


In carrying out tbeir new programme 


the Democrats of Congress cannot be ac- 
cused of wasting time. 
The new bills 


are ready for presentation. 
The army 


bill seeks to put an unconstitutional re- 
striction npon the President as Com- 
mander-in-chief of the Army as it directs 
that no money shall bo paid for the ser- 
vices, transportation or subsistence of 
TJ. S. troops employed at the polls. 
It 


is safe to say that that bill will be ve- 
toed. The Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial bill will simply-extend the ap- 
propriation bill of 1878. 
That bill did 


not appropriate money for judicial ex- 
penses, but thosi) expenses, including 
that for deputy marshals and supervis- 
ors of elections were provided for in 
another bill. Such of the judicial ex- 
penses as do not cover those officials, 
will this time, nlso, he covered by a sep- 
arate measure. The Deputy Marshals 
and Supervisors will not be provided 
for. 
The course of the President as to 


the two bills last mentioned is very 
doubtful. 
There is no doubt, however, 


that every Republican Congressman -will 
do all that he can to see that all the 
necessary officials of the Government 
are paid for their services, and espec- 
ially those whose duty it is to see that 
fair and free elections are held through- 
out the country. There was a sligbt in- 
crease in the public debt last month. 
The following interesting information is 
gived by the Secretary. Since March 1, 
1877, there have been redeemed of 5 and 
6 per cent, bonds $846,022,600, with an 
annual interest charge of $48,813,057, 
and issued in their stead the same

The camp is not indebted to San Fran- 
cisco or other capitalists for the develop- 
ments made, in fact the value of the 
bullion produced by the ores worked 
far exceeds the total amount expended 
so far in the camp. Them is not in the 
State, outside the Comstock, a mining 
camp that paid all expenses from the 
beginning and 
made such a show- 


ing without capital, except what the 
mines are yet in the hands of 'the orig- 
inal owners, and a more inviting field 
for investment cannot be found on the 
coast.

son, N. J., understands the science 
of money making. She owns a beer 
ball, and a few days ago when ber 
husband died, she laid him ont in • 
room at the rear of the saloon, nnd 
getting behind the counter sold beer 
to the people, aa they flocked in to 
see the corpse.

LEADVH.ME AS IT Is.—An old resi- 


dent of Salt Lake who sought his 
fortune in Leadville, writes the fol- 
lowing not highly flattering account 
of that camp: "Merchants are skir- 
mishing for business, and many de- 
clare that they are not paying expen- 
ses; restaurants are going behind. 
One of the principal restaurant pro- 
prietors told me bis receipts bad 
fallen from $400 to $75 per day; bis 
rent is §300 per month and he must 
inevitably close bis business. Tbe 
hotels now have ample room for all 
tbeir guests; the saloons are not 
overrun with custom; the theatres 
are not patronized as they were; lum- 
ber has dropped from 855 to $17 per 
1,000, and freight from the end of 
the track has fallen to two cents per 
pound. The coming crowds have 
lessened, while the departures have 
increased. Fifty-five 
dollars 
for 


lumber induced tbe erection of forty 
saw mills; high prices for goods 
brought in hundreds of merchants 
while five cents per ponad for freight 
mentioned in Kansas and Missouri 
was of itself sufficient to send every 
available quadruped in those States 
to the front to haul for Leadville. 
So everything has bean overdone.
